On Friday, October 7, the pupils of 
Lincoln High School listened to an 
address on this subject by Lawyer 
William Harrison of Oklahoma, who 
so diligently fought the “Jim Crow” 
question through the courts of his 
state, and who even went to Wash- 
ington and fought it there. 

He talked mostly along the lines 
of building strong foundations. He 
told of a beautiful building in Bir- 
mingham, Ala., that is condemned re- 
gardless of its fine architecture on 
account of not having a strong and 
solid foundation. Every time any 
boy or girl misses his or her lesson 
they have slipped a cog and are that 
much farther behind in their educa- 
tion. A building that is condemned 
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will have to be torn down, a boy or 
girl who fails to make the founda- 
tions substantial will in the future be 
passed over, just when they are try- 
ing to be someone, 


I think, the most important 
thought of his address was that a 
child. should strive to be intellectu- 
- ally taller than his parents, and if 
with his superior advantages he does 
not make a superior man, he is de- 
fective and the race needs no one 
who is in that condition. He ‘also 
spoke of two classes of individuals; 
those who think and those who are 
thought for. Since this is an age 
of rapid progression, if you are go- 
ing to be thought for you will be in 
the defective class. The thinking 
man rules the world. The girl who 
has the ambition and willingness to 
work is going to be great. To be 
great does not mean wealth, fine 
clothing, and popularity, for a thief 
can be wealthy and dress up to date 
for a while at least. But in order 
to be great you must accomplish 
something. 


Mr. Harrison told of the laske 
of visiting the Woolworth Building 
in New York City. At first he was 
a little reluctant about entering but 
finding out that it was as deep as it 
was tall all fear passed away. Sn it 
is with us as students and especially 
is this true of the Seniors; if we ex- 
pect to gain an honorable ascendency 
we must first go down which will re- 
guire hard work. For the higher up 
you expect to be the deeper down you 
must go. His last thought was, dig 
deep, lay well your foundation; great- 
er foundation can no man lay than 
that which is laid in Christ Jesus. 

I think all the Senior students as 
well as others will readily join me in 
saying that this talk was one of the 
most interesting and inspiring that 
has been given from the platform, 
and our honorable Principal Prof. J. 
R. E. Lee needs to be commended on 
bringing such a worthy character to 
us.
